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A  food  balance  summarizes  in  statistical  form  the  food  supply  of  a 
country.   This  is  the  third  of  four  bulletins  containing  food  balances  for 
some  82  free  world  countries  for  the  3-year  period  1959-61.   These  reports 
provide  data  needed  for  establishing  and  implementing  U.S.  policies.   They 
represent  an  effort  to  update  and  improve  balances  for  1958  published  in 
FAS-M-101,  October  1960. 

Basic  data  for  constructing  food  balances  vary  greatly  in  adequacy, 
from  country  to  country  and  from  product  to  product.   The  figures  shown 
here,  especially  those  relating  to  utilization,  should  therefore  be  re- 
garded as  approximate.   Such  statistical  limitations,  and  others  indicated 
in  the  text  and  footnotes,  are  mentioned  as  a  caution  and  to  point  out 
possibilities  for  future  improvement.   Nevertheless,  these  food  balances 
make  possible  a  more  meaningful  analysis  of  regional  and  world  food  supplies.

INTRODUCTION 


The  Far  East,  excluding  Mainland  China,  has  more  than 
950  million  people,  or  about  30  percent  of  the  world's  total.  At 
the  same  time,  the  region  has  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  world's 
arable  land  and,  except  for  Japan  and  Taiwan,  has  crop  yields 
per  acre  that  are  among  the  lowest  in  the  world.  Thus,  output 
per  person  is  extremely  low,  and,  although  emphasis  is  on  the 
production  of  food  crops,  food  consumption  per  person  is 
correspondingly  low.  In  most  countries,  the  population  is  in- 
creasing faster  than  ever  before,  whereas  land  available  for 
development  is  extremely  limited.  Thus,  many  governments  are 
encouraging  changes  in  production  methods  needed  to  obtain 
increased  yields.  Commercial  crops,  such  as  rubber,  tea, 
cotton,  and  tobacco,  are  important  in  certain  areas,  but  overall 
account  for  no  more  than  15  percent  of  total  production.  While 
net  imports  of  food  grains  are  quite  large,  they  account  for  less 
than  5  percent  of  the  food  consumption  and  thus  do  not  alter  the 
basic  pattern  of  consumption. 

For  the  region  as  a  whole,  food  consumption  is  estimated 
at  about  2,120  calories  per  person  per  day.  This  is  low  even 
for  the  underdeveloped  countries.  The  level  ranges  from  about 
2,000  in  the  Philippines,  India,  and  Pakistan  to  more  than 
2.400  in  Taiwan,  Variation  within  countries  is  probably  even 
greater. 

Composition  of  the  diet  is  important  in  determining  levels 
of  health.  In  countries  of  the  Far  East,  starchy  foods  provide 
a  high  proportion  of  all  calories  consumed  while  livestock 
products  are  relatively  minor.  Cereal  products  account  for 
nearly  two-thirds  of  the  calories.  Rice  is  the  principal  grain 
food;  millets  and  sorghums  are  used  for  human  food  by  some 
of  the  poorer  consumer  groups.  Sugar  is  far  less  important 
as  a  source  of  energy  than  in  western  countries.  Much  of  the 
sugar  is  a  crude  noncentrifugal  product.  Fruits  and  vegetables, 
among  the  protective  foods,  are  consumed  in  limited  amounts 
in  the  Far  East.  Consumption  of  proteins,  essential  to  good 
nutrition,  is  at  a  low  level.  Animal  proteins,  especially,  are 
limited  because  livestock  products  are  high-cost  foods.  For 
the  same  reason,  fats  form  but  a  small  part  of  the  diet.  Visible 
fats  and  oils  provide  only  100  calories;  fats  from  all  sources 
account  for  275  calories  or  only  13  percent  of  the  total  calorie 
consumption. 

Australia  and  New  Zealand  are  much  less  densely  pop- 
ulated than  countries  of  the  Far  East,  and  labor  is  in  short 
supply.  Consequently,  the  farms,  which  are  much  larger  than 
those  in  the  Far  East,  are  far  more  highly  capitalized,  A  large 
part  of  the  population  is  employed  outside  agriculture.  Modern 
agriculture,  industry,  and  commerce  make  possible  high  levels 
of  income.  And  in  both  countries,  the  people  can  enjoy  abundant 
food    supplies — with   consumption   well  above  3,000  calories. 


despite  large  exports  of  foodstuffs.  Starchy  foods  are  much 
less  dominant  in  the  diets,  whereas  livestock  products  account 
for  more  than  a  third  of  all  calories. 


The  accompanying  food  balances  do  not  include  consump- 
tion of  alcoholic  beverages,  and  calorie  consumption  is  some- 
what understated  for  this  reason. 


The  form  in  which  foods  are  considered  is  clear  in  most 
instances  from  the  listing  in  each  food  balance.  Production, 
trade,  and  nonfood  use  of  centrifugal  sugar  are  shown  in  raw 
value.  The  supply  for  food  is  converted  to  refined  at  an 
appropriate  extraction  rate.  Cassava  is  reported  in  the  fresh 
form;  fruits,  too,  are  shown  in  terms  of  fresh  except  as 
otherwise  indicated.  Peanuts  are  shown  in  terms  of  shelled. 
Coconuts  are  reported  in  the  shell  but  with  the  outer  husk 
removed.  Meat  is  shown  as  carcass  weight.  In  most  countries 
of  the  Far  East,  meat  provides  relatively  few  calories,  and 
the  data  are  not  reliable  enough  to  justify  a  l^reakdown  by  type. 
This  kind  of  detail  is  givenonly  for  Australia  and  New  Zealand. 
Fish  is  in  terms  of  landed  weight.  The  oilseeds  shown  in  the 
industrial  column  are  all  crushed  for  oil  which  then  appears 
later  included  in  the  item  "Vegetable  oils." 

Population  data  used  to  determine  per  capita  consumption 
are  estimates  for  mid-1960. 

Unless  otherwise  noted,  production  data  are  official  USDA 
estimates  prepared  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  or 
official  statistics  of  foreigngovernments.  Where  such  published 
data  are  not  available,  estimates  have  been  made  by  the  Econ- 
omic Research  Service,  and  these  are  marked  by  an  asterisk 
(*).  There  is  a  general  tendency  for  figures  on  agricultural 
production  to  be  biased  downward  for  many  reasons.  There  is 
a  similar  tendency  for  estimates  of  the  population  to  be  too 
low,  although  cases  are  believed  to  exist  of  inflation  in  both 
production  and  population  statistics.  Statistics  of  international 
trade  are  usually  adequate,  although  it  has  been  necessary  for 
some  countries  to  supplement  the  official  foreign  trade  statistics 
with  figures  relating  to  unreported  imports. 

Published  data  have  been  subjected  to  careful  appraisal. 
The  judgmentof  country  specialists  has  played  a  part  in  deciding 
whether  to  accept  published  estimates  of  production,  in  estimat- 
ing production  of  foodstuffs  for  which  data  were  lacking,  and 
estimating  deductions  for  nonfood  uses.  Such  estimating  was 
often  necessary  for  animal  products,  fish,  fruits,  and  vegetables. 
Despite  the  statistical  limitations  indicated  above,  it  is  hoped 
that  researchers  will  find  these  balances  a  useful  contribution 
to  the  study  of  world  food  supplies.
